And hee ſpake of trees from the cedar tree, 
which is in lebanon ,euen yntothe hyſſop, that ſpring= 
eth out of the wall. Hee ſpake alſo of beaſts,and of fowles, 
and of creeping thinges,and of fiſhes, And there came of 
all people to heare the wiſdome of Salomon from all {kings 
of the carth,which had heard of his wiſdome. Theſe things

So king Salomon exceeded all the kings of the earth both 
in richesand wiſdome. And all the world ſought to ſee 
Salomon , to heare his wiſdom, which God had put in his 
heart . And they brought euery man his preſent, veſſells 
of ſiluer, and veſſels of gold, and raiment,and armour, & 


ſweet odors,horſes, & mules from yeere to yeere. To this Sap-7-

For his heart was large hy his wiſed »me,whichwas as the 
ſand of the ſea in number: his heart was filled with vnder« 
ſtanding as a floud: hee excelled all men in wiſedome. Or 
els this wiſedome was particularis, Particular. In natural 
cauſes, which conſiſted in knowing ofbirds, beaſts,hearbs, 
elements, fiſhes, trees, influences aſtronomicall;, fituatis 
of ſtarres, of prouerbs and darke ſentences; of. muſike: of 
Diuinity, which appeareth by his praier in the dedication 
of the temple, & by the reſolution ofthe Queenes queſ- 
tions, which ſhee propoſed ynto him: There were the 
lines and cords of admiration, which drew people out of 
all nations to bee deſirous to fee Salomon, as now what a 
concourſe wold bee to ſee ſuch a man, as ſhould excell in 
ſuch gifts, t hat ſhould ſhine in ſuch qualities, that ſhould 
gliſter with ſo manifold and miraculous graces? 

Theſe gifts of God, theſe graces and theſe vertues were 
the cords, i ſay thatdrewthe whole world after Selowor, 
and made all the world deſirous to ſoe Salmon. This was 
that attractiue quality, that drew ſuch a concourſe of peo- 
ple out of all the earth to ſee Salmen : this was the loade- 
ſtone, that drew the heart of this honorable Queene of 
the ſout h, as it were a needle, and incenſed her with an ho- 
ly zeale to come to ſee, and to conſerte with king Salmen. 
Vet all this wiſedome of Sa/omon was nothing in compari-
